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Welfare fraud cases in Ulster County are on the increase 
although they are comparatively small in number compared 
with other areas of the state, according to Bernhardt S. K ram ­ 
er, Commissioner of Social Services. 
Eight alleged fraud cases were reported in 1971 while 18 
were reported in 1972. But, the figures mainly represent those 
cases referred to police agencies or the district attorney’s of­ 
fice and do not reflect the many that were investigated within 
the welfare agency s validation unit headed by Mrs. M ehina 


Alleged welfare fraud cases in Ulster County are fairly 
{ypical: 
• A young welfare recipient stated in his application that he 
had a wife and child at home However, when a member of the 
welfare inspection team visited the home she found no evidence 
of either a woman’s or a child’s personal belongings. Admitting 
the alleged fraud, the young man agreed to make restitution. 
• A group of young people living together under one roof 
each m ade separate applications for welfare to cover the costs 
of their alleged individual housing. 
• A welfare client reported that his welfare check had been 
lost but an investigation proved that he had already cashed it 
as well as the subsequent one issued to replace the first. Inves­ 
tigations of stolen or lost checks have proven fruitful on the 
whole. K ram er said, and many nave resulted in restitution be­ 
ing made and in one qase, a jail sentence imposed. 
Perhaps one of the most prevalent deceptions investigated 
is with persons who are receiving welfare assistance while at 
the same time collecting social security. 
District Attorney Francis J. Vogt said that of the cases re-

ferred to him last year, all involved payment of social security 
or unemployment compensation. 
. 
Vogt said however that he has been hampered in his imes 
tigation by what he calls federal bureaucracy in connection 
with those persons receiving welfare and social secunu checks 
simultaneously. He said he has been attempting to obtain so 
cial security records of payments made to the welfare recipi­ 
ents since last November but to no avail. Vogt said he is pur 
suing the case on a consistent basis. 
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He told of instances where a man was on social security dis^ 
ability receiving $230 a month and in addition receiving 
$.jo9 
from welfare monthlv.

In another instance an individual was receiving SlJb.dO in 
social security which he did not report and an additional $.105 
a month from welfare. 
K ram er said that less than one per cent of the welfare cases 
in Ulster County constitute fraud and that a good many involve 
“ irregularities’’ rather than actual fraud. 
He and Mrs. Evclvn Weiner, director of social services. e \ 
plained that when welfare checks are reported Tost or stolen, 
police agencies in the city and the sheriff s department in the 
county are notified. 
In other instances where irregularities are noted, weltare 
budget allowances of recipients are reduced. 
Sometimes. Kramer said, some persons mental capacities 
are such that they do not realize that they have perpetrated an 


alleged fraud in that there was no criminal intent indicated 
In such cases, he said, his office makes an ardent attempt 
at restitution. 
The recent report of C.eorge F. Rerlinger, state welfare in­ 
spector general, reflects a dramatic rise in welfare cases 
closed as a result of fraud investigations by Social Ser­ 
vice departments throughout the state since the inspector gen­ 
eral’s olfice was created. 
In addition to the 2,317 fraud abuse cases investigated bv the 
inspector general last lear and referred to local commissioners 
for action, the state's HO local agencies investigated and closed 
1 447 fraud eases in 1972 compared to 642 in 1971, an increase 
of 125 pi r cent. Fraud cases referred by meal agencies to dis­ 
trict attorneys increased 217 per cent statewide. Of the 
local welfare agencies, only New York City showed a decline m 
the number of fraud cases investigated. 
Under proposed legislation advanced b\ the inspector gen 
eral. creditors would be permitted to attach welfare grants to 
satisfv valid debts. Bellinger termed the present law which 
prohibits attachment of grants “ inequitable to individuals and 
organizations dealing with recipients.’’ and said “ it discrim 
inates against members of the general public who are not 
judgment proof ’ 
. 
Rerlinger suggested that clients who commit flagrant fraud 
be barred from receiving public assistance for a specified period 
of time Ht said a large amount of fraud being uncovered, in­ 
cluding a significant number of multiple offenders, suggests 
the need for legislated sanctions. 
The inspector general renewed his earlier proposal for di 
rect pavment of welfare rent« and moving expenses to vendors 
to alleviate housing abandonment causes by failure of weltare 
clients tc pay such vendors.

Co urt decisio n which v irtually banned 
capital 
punishment, 
the 
President 
called 
fo r 
impo sitio n o f the death 
penalty fo r a number o f crimes. 
His speech has drawn bo th co mmen­ 
datio n and criticism, which was to be 
ex pected. But when o ne co mmentato r 
went so far as to describe Mr. Nix o n’s 
v iews as “ banal,” he was way o ff the 
mark. 
Whether o r no t o ne agrees with him 
o r with the v alue o f capital punish­ 
ment, the President is far fro m banal 
in talking to the issue o f crime. Banal, 
as we understand it, means trite o r 
hackney ed o r sho pwo rn and the talk 
by the President hardly fits into tho se 
catego ries. 
It sho uld be po inted o ut that this 
is no t a basic change o f po sitio n fo r 
Mr. Nix o n. He has co nsistently wanted 
to keep a range o f o ptio ns o pen fo r 
dealing with certain crimes such as 
kidnaping, 
assassinatio ns, 
hijacking 
and large-scale drug pushers. 
True, a case can be made against 
the death penalty . The Supreme Co urt 
v iewed it as cruel and unusual punish 
ment in rejecting it as the law o f the 
land. And so cio lo gists feel that capital 
punishment has had little crime deter­ 
rent v alue. They further maintain that 
all to o o ften mino rity members o f o ur 


so ciety 
hav e 
been 
discriminated 


against in applicatio n o f the ex trem t 


penalty . 
Still, thro ugho ut the natio n, ex ecu­ 
tio ns fo r what hav e been regarded as 
capital crimes hav e been few and far 
between in recent y ears, ev en fo r the 
mo st heino us o f o ffenses. Meanwhile 
crime statistics hav e sho t up alarm­ 
ingly . Whether there is a co rrelatio n 
here has no t been determined but law 
enfo rcement autho rities will tell y o u 
that their jo b is beco ming increasingly 
harder. 
Obv io usly there are v aried reaso ns 
fo r the gro wth in the number o f crimes, 
many o f them no t asso ciated at all with 
the degree o f punishment that might 
be inv o ked. 
But the po int is, the President was 
reflecting the mo o d o f middle America, 
the fear o f indiv iduals to walk o n the 
street at night, the reactio n to the 
drug-addicted lawbreaker, actually the 
instinct o f a peo ple fo r surv iv al, the 
desire to regain and retain the v alues 
threatened by the 
fo rces o f so cial 
decay . 
As the leader o f all 
Americans, 
mandated by an o v erwhelming v o te to 
assume that respo nsibility , President 
Nix o n has o nly spelled o ut what he 
felt sho uld be do ne to co mbat crime. 
No w it is up to Co ngress. Ho pefully 
this is o ne area where partisan po litics 
will be thrust aside fo r the greater 
go o d o f all the peo ple.

Cato, 
like 
the 
20th-century 
p redecessor, 
reg arded Rome as the center 
of virtue and soug ht to restore 
early Roman virtues of thrift, 
self-reliance and austerity . 
The Carthag inians were a 
shiftless lot and lolled around 
the baths all day when they 
weren't chiseling the g overn­ 
ment out of welfare checks. 
Well, 
Carthag e 
was 
de­ 
stroy ed. And so will the OEO 
be but a p ile of bureaucratic 
rubble on June 30. 
Phillip s 
will 
win 
this 
p unitive war for the same 
reason Cato won the Punic 
w a r : 
the 
enemy
